** A book that rewards one for the desert of inadequate books in recent months-~- 
the book one could hope might come from a wise and understanding and tolerant man. It's 
i a book that achieves what many have tried to do- and failed in doing; it compasses the 
American Dream in its scope, its imagination, its drama, its greatness and littleness. 
The book has an epic quality. Set in a frame of today- with prologue and epilogue deal- 
ing with veterans of World War II facing the challenge of the violent end of war, its 
meaning for the unknown future, its inheritance from the bitter past-- and within the 
frame, the novel in three parts, left as a heritage by a wise judge to his grandson. 
Through the pages of his novel one lives again three vital periods of America's history:- 
(a) 17th century England and the pilgrim saga, the early years in the New World, the 
break with tradition made by Roger Williams; (b) the march of events leading up to and 
culminating in the American Revolution- the birth of liberty; (c) the westward journey- 

2 ings and the Civil War dividing households and communities. The people live- they stand 
for what America is. The book is written as only Sandburg could write it. It is the 


book of a poet, an historian, a biographer, a storyteller. 


Important Names— and a Few Gambles

On the strength of the headlining of Duel in the Sun this will start off with a 
certain impetus which will carry it beyond the classification of a glorified western. But 
on that level you can reach an audience that might pass it by. The background is New 
, Mexico in the late 19th century for the story of Vance Jefford, beautiful and wild, who is 
; right hand man and heiress to her adored father, a cattle baron. When Jefford brings home 
| @ @ wife, Vance, insanely jealous, tries to kill her - then marries Juan Herrara to spite 

her father, who has Juan hung for cattle stealing. The pattern of revenge which supplies 
the thrust to the story brings ruin and murder to Jefford, threat to the life of the man 
Vance has come to love, but - in wind-up - a comfortably pat happy ending, not of a piece 


with the violence and passion- but saleable.

Eden, Emily The Hon. 
THE SEMI-DETACHED HOUSE $3.00 





Not as it might be supposed the continuation of The Semi-Attached Couple (1947) 
but, as well might be expected, again a stylized comedy of manners by late 18th century 
Miss Emily. Here it is Blanche, imaginative, fastidious and full of little vivacities, 
who fears the unpleasantnesses possible as she moves into a small house in Dulham. She 
soon learns that the Hopkinsons could not be better neighbors, and is more favorable to 
them than to snobbish, rude Baroness Sampson. There is the romance of her young sister, 
of the Hopkinson girls, and even of their older, gloomy brother in true period elegance: 
there are the cautionary coolnesses of Aunt Sarah and the pleasantnesses of visiting re- 
lations, even a curate with more heart than courage. Simple, gay - and nostalgically en- 


tertaining.

Lin Yutang 
CHINATOWN FAMILY $3.00 

Look at this primarily as a perceptive appraisal of what it must feel like to 
be a Chinese child catapulted into the maelstrom of New York- upper east side, and then 
Chinatown. From this angle it has real charm and appeal. There's none of the. cheap 
jocosity of the pigeon-English humorist approach. Instead, it is a sincere view of what 
elevated railway past the window- taps that run hot water and cold and plenty of it- end- 
less variety of foods in the stores and so on mean to young Tom and Eva. On a deeper 
level, there is the picture of the wife's philosophical settling down to making a home 
for her little family, to adjusting to her friendly Italian daughter-in-law, to the 
difficulty of accepting the cheap night club entertainer that her go-getter son marries. 
The mother is the dominant personality in a story in which Tom is, presumably, the sort 
of boy Lin Yutang might have been in similar status. An off stage peek at New York as 
viewed from Chinatown. But as a novel, it lacks focus.

MY GLORIOUS BROTHERS $2.75 
The pages of history are turned back to Palestine over 100 years before the 
birth of Jesus Christ. The story teller is Simon ben Mattathias, older brother of that 
Judas known as the Maccabee, who led the revolt against the Syrians which gave Israel 
its independence, an independence maintained for a span of years despite the repeated 
assaults of the great powers greedy for the fertile land. Simon considered himself the 
least of the five brothers; he was the judge, the organizer of life for peace not war; 
but with his father, slow to anger but of great wrath, who brought into being the first 
recorded “underground" - making a pattern for future peasant guerillas, and his stalwart 
brothers, he cemented the unwarlike, peace-loving people into a power that defeated the 
Greek mercenaries, the massed Syrian troops, again and yet again: It is an absorbing 
story- this story of how hatred against the Jews by their overlords brought about the 
destruction of Jerusalem, and how the power of a faith, the power of belief in their 
right to bend the knee to no one, the power of righteousness won over material weapons. 
It is a story that Jews and Christians alike will find er A book that wont 
sell itself- but that deserves to be widely read. ; oo,

Sykes, Christopher William Sloane 

THE ANSWER TO QUESTION 33 $3.50 


A first novel by the author of Four Studies in Loyalty (P. 133, 3/1/48) sustains 
the same quality of meditative appraisal in the presentation of the story of Kirkby, of 
landed gentry from the North of England, Lady Caroline Medlam, and Donna Isabella, in- 
volved emotionally before, and during the recent war. Kirkby whose heart was youthfully 
pledged to Caroline, grew up, recognizing her weaknesses as well as his own, escaped her — 
hold when he went as Consul to the Levant. Even her marriage and the gossip of her 
scandalous behavior did not lessen her power until in Donna Isabella, of mixed Italian, 
Jewish and other bloods, he found relief from Caroline's temptations. But Caroline's help 
in Donna Isabella's flight from Egypt in the days of African defeat, not only wreck 
Kirkby's happiness with Isabella but turn her against the English she had always admired... 
Kirkby hears of her when public questions bring up her name for anti-British activities.... 
There is a special feeling in the younger days of Kirkby and Caroline that reflects the 
tempo and background of the period; there is acute observation and concern with people's 
minds as well as their emotions; and the whole, in spite of some weakness in characters 
that lack complete reality, in a lack of balance in the unities of time, place and action, 
is a novel for the reader who does not wish his intelligence insulted.

Warner, Sylvia Townsend Viking 
THE CORNER THAT HELD THEM $3.00 


A realistic novel of 14th century Catholic England and a priory which housed a 
group of nuns at Oby. The story proper starts with the Black Death- and ends with the 
Peasants’ rebellion, and the departure of one of the nuns concealed in the garb of a 
pilgrim for the Holy Land. In between, the little dramas of the internal politics of the 
convent, the scheming for this office or that, the plotting to achieve small ambitions 
and large, the building of the spire, the making of a second altar cloth- and its loss, 
the appointments of successive prioresses, the visitations of the bishops,- and through- 
out the central thread of story runs, in the mystery of the convent priest whose identity 
even as a legitimate priest was the subject of whispers and gossip. Here is an effective 
re-creation of a phase of medieval England, complete as to atmosphere, mood and pace, but 
for this reader at any rate, wholly lacking in that deep emotional quality which made 
Peter Abelard and Kristin Lavransdattertimeless classics. There is humor- ribaldry- 
uniquely detailed; more like a tapestry than a novel. 


Mitchison, Naomi Whittlesey House 
| BLOOD OF THE MARTYRS $3.50 


Published in England in 1939, this is Whittlesey's “top. Fall fiction title” with 
@ pre-publication of 25,000 and an initial advertising appropriation over $5,000. As an 
historical novelist the author handles her Rome of the early Christians expertly, and makes 
@ holding story of many roads to The Way that slave and noble alike found. The first part 
contains the stories of the means by which individuals were joined in Jesus’ name, parti- 
cularly that of Beric, a Briton and son of a king, now bound to the house of Crispus, le- 
lage, the dancer, and Phaon who was saved to be a deacon; the latter part of the book tells 
of the growing persecution and pursuit by Tigellinus and his secret police, and the climax 
of the Christians' martyrdom with the collapse of the Piso conspiracy to assassinate Nero. 
Here is the chain of consequences that leads to faith, the strength found in fellow-wor- 
shippers, the knowledge of personal freedom which has no relation to physical slavery, the 
intensity of belief that made death for that belief dignified, courageous and worthwhile, 
that promises a never ending story while such faith lives. A novel - which like / Claudius 
in the detailing of all accents of the period - that should have its place among the reli- 
gious audience as well as the general reading public, this, in placing history above 
histrionics, makes vital the concepts and power of Christianity.

THE WIND LEAVES NO SHADOW eae

Santa Fe in days when uprisings, revolutions, decadent government were in full 
swing, back in 1821-46. There fraud, swindling and gambling ran rampant; leader Don 
Manuel ruled heartlessly and selfishly; and Tules set up a wonte sala (gambling joint). 
Tules is the clever, ambitious impulsive female of the story, who, before picking on 
Santa Fe, looked for gold and killed a man. Her beauty snares Don Manuel and she becomes 
his mistress. And then New Mexico- and Don Manuel- bow to the “manifest destiny” under 
which the U.S.A. absorbed New Mexico in 1846 and Tules switches her patriotism...While 
the ingredients are there for blood and thunder romance and adventure, the whole leaves 
a rather arid impression, lacking color and motion.

Jones, Nard Wm. Sloane 
THE ISLAND $3.50 


A mirroring of two decades in Seattle in the lives of Jack Madcliff, his first 
wife, Aileen, his second wife, Carol, of Lou Benedict who learned ho loved Carol too late, 
and of Menske, who knew he hated Madcliff early. With the '20's and '30's marking their 
conditioning, and the '40's bringing them up short with the reality of war, and teaching 
them that the enemy was not only the Jap and the German, but themselves in their inse- 
curity and their little hells of neuroses, the tension between the three men grows as they 
remember Aileen's death (suicide or accident?) at the beginning of the war, and his mar- 
riage to Carol who wanted to be wanted. Madcliff is almost killed by Benedict on a mission 
to Kiska and Kodiak for Intelligence, after they have sweated through the “shore war" be- 
hind desks, and with their release from the Service, the end to personal strife comes with 
Madcliff's death in Atlantic City....For this story of fears facing fears, this offers the 
pulse and pattern of Seattle as a West Coast city, plagued on both her borders, by the 
government at home, and the Japanese nearing her shores, a tension reflected through all 
the wartime years in all her inhabitants. A novel of more than regional appeal, this 
offers well defined clashes of temperament and psychology.

Saxton, Alexander Appleton-Century-Crofts 
THE GREAT MIDLAND $3.00 


A book that marks a distinct advance over his first novel, vrini Crossing, in 
the maturity of portrayal of a cross section of American life. The smell of smoke, the 
noise of freight cars, the crunch of men walking on cinders permeates this drama of the 
workers in a great railroad system fastened, mollusk-like, on the giant city of Chicago. 
The romance revolves around a railroad worker, a radical, and his wife, who is a rail- 
roader's daughter, and the love story carries the action through upheavals and emotional 
disturbances to the "right side of the tracks". You see the race question through the 
eyes of the Negro Pledger; you see the problems of carmen, coach cleaners, company dicks, 
union organizers, Communists - a world of new and formidable forces seen through a group 
of starkly drawn characters. Not always pleasant reading, this answers in human terms 
many of the questions as to the whys and hows of strikes, race riots, subversive activi- 
ties. laymen interested in the facts behind the headlines; railroad men, social workers- 
these provide the market.

THE MOON IS MINE $3.00 


The little people of Arthemise Goertz' new book (remember her Give Us Our Dream, 
a Literary Guild selection in 1947,) emerge as more favored by fate than Betty Smith's 
depressing Brooklynites in Tomorrow Will Be Better= but the atmosphere, the parallels, 
are numerous. The portrait of lives cheated by fate, still clinging to some fragments of 
their hopes, pushed down- held down- by poverty and fears; the over-crowded house out 
Astoria way, where Pat Eagan determines that she will not be caught by her love for Tom, 
will not be a slave to her family like Mom, will not live in unsavory, ugly surroundings, 
with people who quarrel and bicker, even while they love each other, she will not have a 
husband like Pop, who collects uniforms worn in abandoned jobs (but who is a lovable guy 
in spite of his fecklessness),- much of this has a familiar ring. What is new is the 
kernel of the story, as Pat has a chance to seize her dream of a luxury life and a roman- 
tic millionaire husband who loves her @ and finds out, in the nick of time, that what she 
really wants is Tom and “the shine without the glitter". Here's a story of the kind of 
thing many of the Kitty Foyles dream might happen to them. Sympathetic, warm characteriza- 
tion, without attempting any profoundity.

Knight, Brigid a te Doubleday 
SOUTHERN CROSS) (> $3.00 
In this year of African novels, here is another from the pen of Brigid Knight, 
whose earlier books introduced many readers to her quiet, competent presentation of that 
little understood country. This story covers three wars, from the Boer War through World 
War II, in a family story of South Africa. Leisurely, almost pastoral in mood, this is 
motivated by the anti-British feelings dating from Elizabeth's birth in a prison camp 
during the Boer uprising. Her mother died; she was adopted by an English family whom she 
loved, but was claimed by a relative, and brought up in bleakness and strictness and pre- 
judice. Then she marries- and again prejudice against the British colors her life, and 
that of her son, Chris, who becomes a saboteur against the British in World War II, de- 
spite his mother's deep rooted faith, which eventually bears fruit. Even paced, calm.

Kossak, Zofia Roy 
THE MEEK SHALL INHERIT $3.00 


This is a strange story, wholly unAmerican in mood and tempo, and yet with some 
of the basic concepts of democracy dramatically portrayed. The author takes the reader 
back to 17th century Lithuania, then part of Poland and the microcosm of the feudal system 
in most of its ramifications. The life on an estate- the relations of the lords of the 
manor to their serfs- and in turn, the lords commitment to the overlords for men and arms, 
when demand is made- all this is picturedrealistically as background for the story of 
cousins, in love with the same woman - and of how circumstances changed the expected pat- 
tern of their lives. Count Casimir Korsak, heir to the title and estate, is left for 
dead; his cousin returns to inherit everything, including the girl who was to have been 
Countess. And then- years later- after slow recovery and life as a virtual slave, Casimir 
returns, and lives on his own estate as just another serf, seeking to understand the 
workings of men's hearts and minds- and dying, a saint to all who knew him. A different 
type of story from an author who has given us rich tapestries of history, and showing a 
facet of medieval life in human terms.

* An ingenious story that will appeal to those who like ghost stories- stories 
where time is obliterated and two periods of history fuse. The story starts out as 4 
pleasant, typically English (though in this case the people and the setting are Celtic, 
in the West Highlands) novel of the landed gentry. An engagement is being announced. 
Another may be in the offing, if Nora, niece of Mrs. Congreve, a young archeologist on 
a visit to investigate some “digs” of the Iron Age, can bring Jock to the point. There's 
the usual visiting to and from and chit chat (sometimes it grows a bit tedious, but al- 
ways is friendly and casual).

THE LONG HABIT $3.50 


Greek tragedy -as skeleton for a novel fashioned on the betrayal of'a man and 
his wife; the revenge sought and achieved by the children. But the setting is a small, 
swampy, semi-tropical resort island off the coast of Louisiana; the time is contemporary. 
There is Arthur Hoysradt, king of the sacred grove, who leads a contemplative life until 
he is forced to go to war. His wife has an affair with his enemy, Walter Ageton, and 
murders Hoysradt on his return in order to marry Ageton. The children Barbara and Fabian, 
cannot forgive and swear revenge. Emotional insecurity- nature on the rampage- another 
murder- and eventually, alone in his world, Fabian returns to carry on his father's life...

Achieving the same pity and sincerity of his first Fingers of Night (1946) this 
presents Ashton, Mississippi, as a deceptively sterile, conforming, blindly respectable 
background for the drama of the friendship between Don Mason and Jim Furlow. Don, who 
was driven to New York by Jim's marriage to coldly selfish, emptyheaded Doris, returns 
home, routed by the depression of the '30's, and intensifies Jim's misery with Doris, 
watches him sink into heavier drinking, more unbearable self-torture, Doris, taking ad- 
ventage, bargains for a Lincoln in return for bearing Jim's child, is forever entrenched 
against any possibility of divorce. Don is slowly attracted by Isabel, once Jim's girl, 
but now emphasizing her eccentricities to compensate for being an old maid. Between them 
moves Tray, really happily married to Bea, who tries to unlock the secrets of the three, 
who nears success when he makes Isabel aware of the thwarted love between Jim and Don. 
Her honesty in confronting Don with her knowledge and understanding of the problems of 
the past - and present - is the reason he proposes, and it is at their marriage that Jim 
is made to acknowledge his selfish egotism, his blind jealousy. A precise handling - 
neither clinical nor sensational - of a marital as well as a psychological theme, this 
offers a well integrated novel of character as well as of emotion.

Hersch, Virginia Crown 
TO SEIZE A DREAM $3.00 


From the journal, and letters of Ferdinand Victor Eugene Delacroix the biography 
of the painter is recreated in a carefully preserved, fiction form. The book, while it 
interprets the life and times of the man, investigates the emotional climate of his art 
as well as his affaires, and painstakingly chronicles his stormy career as a controversial 
painter, falls short of the Max White novels in the same field of artistic portraiture 
(Tiger. Tiger and The Midnight Gardener) for the research is obvious while the character- 
ization is not strong enough to make that research unobstrusive. For those who follow 
artists-into-novels, here is-the story of Talleyrand’s bastard, his early indication of 
his future career, the domination of his sister and the importance of petticoat influence 
through his whole life, from maid servants, to actresses, writers, painters - the many 
women he knew so well. There is his break with classicism, the furore his paintings 
aroused, his continuous struggle with the academicians and his powerful influence on the 
younger artists. There is too his frail health, the effects of his travels on his work, 
the interaction of other personalities on his, his determined fight to beat death to the 
finish of his last picture. For the factual mterial, well worth the reading, but as a 


novel not as important.

An idea for a story that will not be without some interest for the followers of 
Shakespeare's drama, for this a shift of focus on the characters of The Merchant of Venice, 
wherein it is Jessica's romance with Christian Lorenzo, and the motivation of her father, 
in preparing her for a Jewish marriage to Don Samuel, that hold center stage instead of 
Portia and Antonio. Jessica, torn between Shylock’s religion and that of her loved one, 
dreaming of the gracious life of Venice rather than that of the ghetto, happy in the new 
Christian friends she makes, being aided by Lancelot in clandestine meetings with Lorenzo, 
helps to intensify her father's strong hatred of the gentiles, so that when Antonio's 
pound of flesh is in question his logic and belief demand he take it - but he finds he 
would rather let his soul be dammed than keep to his decision. Venice- of the money lend- 
ers, of the Jew and gentile, of romance and tragedy- is an important part of the story too, 
and, although Shakespeare told it more impressively, this author makes much of well known 
material, gives it a slant that keeps the story new and of current interest. Translated

A would-be urbane and sophisticated novel of the interchange of lives on two 
sides of a post-war London street. On one side are the rich and unhappy Quendons:- Sally 
in love with Simon who loves nobody, both of them accepting as the norm e succession of 
love affairs; on the other side, the Hawkins, happily married, linking their lives with 
those of their tenants, the impecunious but sound Frenchman, Paul Delauney, his niece, 
Francoise, briefly from Paris to visit Rose Hawkins® mother, Charlotte Graham, and to a 
lesser extent other minor characters. Charlotte, a flighty but~- the author tells us, 
charming- busybody, is living at Belgate with her invalided nephew, Richard Lindsay, at 
loose ends after the long post-war hospitalization. The plot, through devious and unnec- 
essarily overwritten ways, chiefly concerns the minor characters. The mjor thread in- 
volves Richard in amatory problems which Charlotte solves; and Sally captures her errant 
husband's attention. So the story ends on a conventional “all lived happily ever after".

Chronologically, this follows The Building of Jalna= and precedes Jalina- though 
there is still chance to fill many connecting links. Adeline is elderly - and a widow; 
Philip, her youngest son, heir to Jalna, is a widower, with Rennie and Meg, his beloved 
home and his horses. And Ernest, in London, chooses in haste, Mary Wakefield, inappro- 
priately lovely and inexperienced, as governess for the children and sends her out to 
Canada. She and Philip are attracted to each other; the household and the neighborhood 
buzz; but it is not until the family returns from England that the storm in all its fury 
breaks.

ALL HALLOWS’ EVE $2.75 


The author of Descent into Helland War In Heavenwrites of post-war England 
and some of its people, living and dead. The action skids in and out of London, in and 
out of Purgatory, in and out of reality. It is a fantastic tale for the most part, 
having to do with a priest of Christ-like proportions, who is capable of Merlin-like sor- 
cery and has a large following among the living and the ghosts. Jonathan, the artist, 
paints the priest as a beetle leading a flock of beetles; Betty, the priest's daughter, 
does what she can to dissuade him from using her as messenger to the death world; dead 
Lester, a schoolmate of Betty*s, messes up the priest's plans when he attempts to make 
@ human sacrifice of his daughter; Lester's ghost companion, Evelyn, makes the priest 
transform her into a dwarfed, middle-aged woman...A motley of incredible characters, pre- 
sented for the most part in a style that is confused and obscure. When Williams writes 
simply- which is rare- he merits the comparison made to Kafka; he can handle the unreal 
in a realistic manner. This- plus the introduction by T.S. Eliot- may persuade an in- 
tellectual audience that this is their meat.

Pershing's recent death will give a certain impetus to sales, but inevitably 
the appeal of this authoritative and competent biography is somewhat limited. The greater 
part of the book is concerned with the First World War, and Pershing as Commander of the 
AEF. It is biography, history and a tribute to a great general, written by a World War I 
correspondent who served on his staff. The author traces his background, his boyhood in 
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Missouri, his switch from law to West Point, later taking law and teaching at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, fighting Indians, and Moros, serving in the Spanish-American War, the 
troubles in Mexico, and his promotion to Brigadier-General, Then the First World War, in 
minute detail - battles, campaigns, offensives, planning and strategy; conferences with 
other war leaders; insistence on high stands of discipline and morale; determination on 
separate American troops; his vision, insight, and gift for organization; his urging of 
unconditional surrender- overruled. No attempt at an objective evaluation, but a marsh- 
alling and presenting of the evidence.

Believing the first and subsequent editions were nice- Nellied 
for the Scotch Presbyterian audience, and finding evidence of this in the records of the 
grounds for the dismissal of Archie and his wife, in 1819, from the Cornwall Mission 
School in Litchfield County, Conn., the editor has restored the story to come closer to 
the original. The story of a boy who ran away to sea, lost his feet in the Aretic, fi- 
nally reached the South Seas to which he was consciously traveling, where he was befriend- 
ed by the natives as well as the Botany Bay convicts. ‘This makes an interesting salt 
water tale, as well as a period account, and is for the collector of true sea adventure.

THE EMPIRE AND THE GLORY $6.50 


Pratt's Napoleonic books have a certain verve and pace which carries one along 
on the crest of his own communicable absorption in his subject. But even so, any reader f 
not fully immersed in Napoleonic lore would find himself beyond his depth. The assumption 
of complete familiarity with persons, great and small, of the era; their place in history, 
their interplay and interrelation - all too often hinted at and away. For the initiate, 
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it must be sheer delight, this graphic study - third in the series- of the high spot of 
Napoleon's career, the years during which his genius produced the new constitution, a re- 
vised tax set-up, the prefectural system, the Napoleonic Code, the Concordat, the reorgan- 
ization of the army in the midst of successive wars, the revitalizing of the treasury 
after the Ouvrard affair - and closing with the defeat of the Prussian might and the chal- 
lenge of a vacuum which only his genius could fill. The story is told in direct chrono- 
logical narrative, with interpolated azcerpts giving personal closeups, from diaries, 
letters, etc. Not easy reading- but sure of a critical reception.

"folk pieces"- there's very little of the cruder type of early American. Most of the 
nearly 2000 articles of furniture illustrated belong in the houses- then and now- of the 
well-to-do. There is valuable information here for any collector, fundamental knowledge 
for correct analysis of American furniture, derived (sometimes brought) from Europe, 
particularly England, and developed in the hands of American deisgners. The material 
is broken down into pieces (chairs, beds, bureaus, desks, etc.) and within those class- 
ifications, into periods and types, sources and makers. Footnotes make interesting- if 
not always relevant- reading. Information on fakes- reproductions- restorations, and 
the chapter on details (knobs, hinges, and a wide miscellany) I found particularly 
valuable. 





Downkontt, Clifford B., MD Emerson Books _ 
THE HYGIENE OF THE BREASTS $7.50 


After a few introductory chapters rambling through the symbolism, the fashions, 
and the regional variations in breasts, the author gets down to scientific facts, with 
anatomy, breast hygiene (diet, exercise, care during pregnancy, lactation and nursing) - 
and some subsequent data on diseases and abnormalities of the breast.

science through this fictionized biography. To scientists, Mendeleyev is known as the 
chemist who created the periodic table of the elements, an extraordinary feat of organi- 
zation and intuition which helped scientists predict and discover many of the chemical 
elements...To historians he is known as the man whose research saved Tsarist Russia's 
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agriculture and created her oil industry..To feminists, he deserves note as the chemistry 
professor at Moscow University who insisted that women be permitted to enroll in his 
classes, who later forced the government to hire women technicians...To the movie fan, 
the incidents of his life are dramatic enough for a shooting script. Early struggles, a 
pallid loveless marriage for 20 years, then a violent love affair at 43 with a 19-year 
old art student, divorce, and a remarkably happy second marriage - four children- great 
honors and success.

From the Yew Yorker. this chronicle of 93 year old Mr. Flood, who is determined 
to live to be 115, and who, on his retirement from the house wrecking business, moved in- 
to the waterfront hotel, Hartford House, so that he might indulge his love of fish, and 
the markets in the district. With visits from his old friends - an embalmer, an ex-police- 
man, the landlady, and others, Mr. Flood recalls much of the old days, discourses widely 
on the values of fish as fine food, and manages a pleasant projection of odd anecdotes, 
odd facts, and odder experiences. The author of McSorley’s Wonderful Saloon invests his 
character with all the highspot personality that made the earlier book so well liked, 
repeats his fine performance as topflight reporter.

PHYSICS AND POLITICS $2.75 


This is a reissue of a book published in 1869, which has exerted great influence 
over the years. "In modern jargon he is dealing with power politics” says Jacques Barzun 
in a brilliant introduction which is worth the price of the book. He further says that 
we can go to Bagehot for the true character of political man, for 19th century England, 
politically, financially and socially speaking. Bagehot defended dictatorship as “an 
admirable government for coarse purposes; a detestable one for the future and for any life 
worth living”.

An enthusiastic and intelligent interpretation of the Sage of Walden, by an 
eminent oritic, formerly with The Nation. Well-written, closely reasoned book which 
adroitly intertwines the life of Henry Thoreau and his work, making olear their intimate 
connection and at the same time analyzing the significance of the writings, stressing 
the importance of the voluminous, only partly published Journal. Krutch is a somewhat 
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despairing admirer of Thoreau's cult of simplicity- feeling that its lesson might have 
saved us some of today's morass. He has some interesting ideas on Emerson's influence - 
taking issue with some critics who give it too much stress. And he traces Thoreau's 
importance as a revolutionist and reformer - a facet increasingly accepted today. Appre- 
ciation in sensitive and literary circles will greet this work. (First of the American 
Men of Letters series.)

Nagy, one time prime minister of Hungary, and leader of the peasant party, the 
Smallholders, has been a question mark in European politics. This is his story- a con- 
vincing presentation of his reasons for taking his part in a government slowly, but in- 
exorably,. swinging into the Soviet orbit. He takes the reader back to his boyhood in 4 
Hungarian village, his share in community life and recognition of the importance of the 
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new peasant movement, his contribution- with Tildy- in organizing the new Independent 
Smallholders Party, in fighting the first signs of National Socialism. Then the war- and 
the period of German occupation- his own term as prisoner of the Gestapo- the coming of 
the Red Army, and the disillusionment, as they found this a horde, a new police force. His 
analysis of the pattern of Soviet occupation, the steps by which the country, striving to 
rise above its wreckage, was gradually stripped and taken over; his own reluctance to serve 
in the Cabinet, but acceptance, hoping that the coalition government could keep the balance. 
And then the pressure- the forced concessions- the eternal question as to where compromise 
might achieve something. It is a grim picture of a police state in process of birth, but 
in spite of this, the strength of the peasants has not - he feels- been wholly stifled. 
Behind the iron curtain, drawn since his forced resignation and exile, he feels the spark 
is still there. The western nations were too slow in moving towards peace; they lost the 
race with time.

THE BIRTH OF ISRAEL $3.00 


* This- with Crum’s Behind the Silken Curtain and Summer Welles’ We Need Not Fail 
(see report P. 272) gives the case for Israel convincingly, persuasively. Garcia-Granados, 
ambassador to this country from Guatemala, served on the Palestine commission which pre-, 
sented the U.N. with the report on which the partition decision was reached. The unwieldy 
name of the commission was shortened to UNSCOP - and this is the unprettified story of ‘the 
difficulties under which they labored, - differences within the commission, boycotted by 
the Arabs, hampered by the British, doublecrossed- and yet painfully arriving at a major- 
ity decision in favor of an independent Jewish state under a partition plan. Comparisons 
are made continually with the steps by which his own country emerged from police state and 
dictatorship to democracy, as he sees evidence of the terrorist procedure in the British 
Mandate, and recounts the horrors of the #xile incident, the execution of the three Irgun 
youths, and so on.

If you are familiar with Koestler's The Yogi and the Commissarand his Dialogue 
with Death (and not solely with his fiction) you will be not wnprepared for this scholarly 
psychological treatise which deals with the inner man and his relation, as part of the evo- 
lutionary process, to the world about him. The author's contention is that all of the 
creative activities of man are based on a common pattern, and he then proceeds to trace 
this pattern as e unifying theory through three chosen fields, humor, art, and discovery. 
By the use of three ad hoc hypotheses, he develops a system of ethics, neither utilitarian 
nor dogmatic, which is derived from the same integrative tendency in the evolutionary pro- 
cess to which the creative activities of art and discovery are traced. His habit of con- 
trasting and explaining his terminologies in terms of those of other writers in the same 
field is helpful and illuminating. Part I examines the geometry of the creative mental 
processes, approaching through the comic; Part II examines the qualities of the emotions 
and stresses as well the tragic; Part III relates Part I to Part II; Part IV analyzes 
the emotive arts.

For the record, this formidable list of outstand- 
ing Jewish achievements is all the more powerful when one remembers that in 1940 the Jew 
formed only 3.47 per cent of the population of the USA. The author shows how the contri- 
bution has been a two way passage, the Jews giving of their native genius for organization 
in all lines of industry, literature and art, and the US has modified the fundamentals of 
Judaism.

He goes on to brief appraisal of their language, dress, culture, 
religion; the racial strains evident particularly in the children; the economy based on 
pineapple, sugar cane and native fisheries.

The book was originally published 
in 1889- written by a man whose forebears stretched back to before the Revolution, and 
whose home was built in the early days of New Jersey and still stood. He has access to family 
records, legal documents, historical data, and- during years of invalidism- he dictated the 
story of his family and his home, intending it for the members of that family. But today, 
once again, it emerges as a precious bit of historical and regional recreation, a book that 
has caught the very sound and look and feel of the days of which he writes,- the coming of 
his first German immigrant great-great grandfather to Philadelphia, the early days there, 
and in neighboring Germantown, the adventurous move to New Jersey, out Peapack way, the 
1ifé of the 18th century, the stormy disturbed years of Revolution. The focus is on those 
years rather than his own. But it is written with a sense of contemporary records. Even 
the bypaths are those of a good story teller.

He was at his best in his Daniel Boone, and this has some of that 
quality- wholly masculine, and with the essential spirit of frontier. In the verse ac- 
companying the pictures he touches on all the orthodox and conventional trappings of the

stage, California gold, pony express, cattlemen, cowboys, frontier settlers, etc. Glori- 
fied and glamorized- with no attempt at realism, but it has a certain sweep and grandeur.
